afpe& of the ſunne ſhiningon ir, and approaching to 
{;> Andlothe lons of God looking out vpen vs 1n 
leſ1s Chriſt, muſt firſt melt our froz2n, and warme 
our cold hcarts, before we can ſhew and put forth a- 
ny aff-Qtion , or worke of louero God and our bre- 
thren, Nor is this point needlefſero be knowne. For if 
we know itnot,we ſhall neirher giue praiſe co God 
vvhen this afteion(parklethin vs : nor know when 
it is frozen whicher to repaire,thatit may bee reviued 
and inflamed in vs. 

' Thirdly,from this louc of God to his, we may take 
notice of the folly of the world. For they hate there 
moſt, where the Lord loveth moſt. 7 (faith our Saui- 
our) 10-u17.1 4. haue given them thy word, and the 
world hath hated them,becauſe they are not of the world , 
+c,The moreloue God doth manifeſt vntoany in gi- 
ving them his word andgrace, to obey and imbrace 
it, the morethe hatred of the world doth boyle and 
breake out againſt them. Water for the contrartetie 
that it hath with fire,doch hifle, fper and ſputter, not 
onely vvhen fire falleth into ic , but if any thing 
throughly hcated with the fire catch it, And whence 
1s this in worldly men,bur from their aduerſe diſpo- 
{tion to and hatred of God, that they hate the deareſt 
pcople of thc Lord, and choſe in whom his grace 1s 
moſt apparant? In Princes Courts are not they re- 
be!lious ſpirits and fooliſh men, that profefie open 
and mortall hatred to the greateſt Fauorites of the 
King? Doethcy not take rhe right way £9 ruinate 
themſeluesand cheireſtaces ? Such as azcpolitiquely 
wile, and intendcoriſe to any matrers or cſtateiin the 


Court, will rather obſcrue che Kiggs {peciall favou-

rance:50 1s it a moſt fortiſh folly in men of the world, 
to hatethe Lords holy and dearcchildren.For be they

from the King of Heauen, which the prayers ol th- 
godly vvould obtaine for them. Yea, many plagues 
will light vpon them in this reſpet, If they will be 
wiſe for their ſoules and bodies too, it is their belt 
vvay tolouc and embrace with all kindneile the pec- 
plc of Gad , which God vvould take as a token of 
loue to himſelfe, and key ſhould baue the bencfic of

2.7. the exc ceedin? riches of Gods grace and 
Kindnedle, but in Jeſus Chriſt? that | is, in this that he 
hath eigen vs Chriſt: without whom notwithſtand- 
ing all the worlds good and glory, there is no brute

lecuing iuſtification vntolite, is ſtricken. Therefore 
Chriſt is called the Mediatour of the yew teſtament. Heb. 
9.15» CF 12.24. his bloud, the blond of the newe tefta- 
ment. Mat.16.28. And of this gracc,chat place in the 
third to the Romanes, verſe 2 4. may bee vadcrſtood, 
where the Apoſtle ſaith, that wee are taſtifiedfreely by 
his grace through the redemption that is in Chriſt leſus.

Becauſe (ſaith he) the chil- 
dren were partakers of ficſh and bloud , healſo rooke 
part wich them, chat through death he mightdeftroy 
him that had the power of death, that is, the Diucll. 
In which place tworhings are very obſcrucable; 1. 
thae Chriſtrocke fleſh,that in this nature which was 
capable of ſuffring, through death hee might obcaine 
victory. 2. Mark, that the fleſh of Chriſt is made re- 
ſpetiucroa former type, to wit z the nature of the 
children, the worke of whoſe redemption was com- 
mendcd to him, And this point is tobe laid vp againſt 
ſuch , who holding the coming of Chriſt inthe fleſh, 
though man had not fallen, make him the firſt in in- 
rention, though thelaſt in execution. If that Chriſts 
ficſh and bloud had beene firſt incended,then che chil- 
drenſhould haue reference to- him as the firſt ſam- 
plcr ; whoare now made the patterne of his humanc 
nature, as for whom it was onely vadertaken. And (o 
allche Confeſsions, the Nices,that of Dama/us , the 
Epheſine, the Chalcedes, run perpetually inthis ſtile, 
Propter nos, noitramque ſalutem, propter nos homines, et 
«dimplend aus [criptnr as, deſcendit a Patre, nains ex Ma- 
ria homo fattas eſt ; thatis, For vs and our ſaluation, 


for vs men,& to fulfill che Scriptures, he came downe 
from 


_ the lupereminent excellency of the diuine nature, who 
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trom the Father, was borne of the virgin , and made 
man : Andnoneconlider Chrift 23 comiag for him- 
ſelfe, but as given to vs in his firſt encrance. And in the 
hy mne of Saint LAHmbroſe, Te Dewm,thus much wee 
{till confc{ſe, when weeſay , that Chriſt raking on 
him che rcdempiionof mankinde, did not abhor che 
virgins wombe: namely, that his conception & birth 
was for Our auaile, Laſtly, anciquiry did oppulc no v- 
therthing to Marcion and rhe Mapnichees, then this de- 
fence. For whenthey obicfed, thar ic bcſeermed not 


would not take the nature of angells, ro afſume flcſh 

conlubſtantiall with ours, whoare bur duſt and aſkes : 

and when againe they replyecd, thac ſceing the Angels 

appearing did notvicin their minifteric true but ima- 

ginary bodies; andiftruc, yerthey never tooke chem 

igto vaity of their perſon; it was vnlikely chatthe Son 

of God would eucr perſonally vaice our nature vnto 

him : TotheſeIfay, and ſuch like humane conccics, 

the ancients oppoled this {imple - conteſsion , chat 

though Chriſt for himfſclfe need nor, yet for our ſakes 

he did not eſghew the womb of the virgin. Thirdly, 

in reaſon this is conuinced asatruth. For,when incar- 

nacion is adegree of bumiliation vnco God, what had 

the Son of God done, that hee ſhould by putting on 74... war no 

the veile of leſhempry bimlelfe of glory, and become cuic on Chniſt 

of no reputarion? And therefore the Authourto the Pi 1ocarnsr 

Hebrewes putceth all the decency of Chriſts atflifti- norro need = 

ons and abicttion in this, becauſe many by him were ©v! before the | 

to bce aduanced. Heb: 2. 10. Neither was there any 

cauſe why he ſhould become God-man beforcthe fall.

and is ſtill cochofe ele& ones thar haue kept their firſt 
cltare? when yertheir nature isnot allumed., Laſtly, 
Cyrilcakerh this in his chird book-of his Theſavres, as a 
concluiion of Arrianiſme, that Chriſt mazes wiipſe ex- 
altaretur , nomenque miximum conſequeretur , quan pro 
vejtra ſalute home factuseſſet : that is, wis made man 
rathcr that he might be exalted, and obtainea great 
name,then for our ({aluation. And afcerward askerh 
why he ſhould be called our Saviour, if hee did more 
for himlſelfe then for vs. T here ts fomewhar, P71. 2.9. 
that ſeemeth ro make for chis, thar theend 0! Chriſts 
humiliation was thac he might be exalted. Bac the il- 
latiuc particle, whereforc, there notesnorthe cn. aor 
any caule, butthe evenrand conſequent of his humili- 
2tion ; tis taken «o0Pdſitagcolecuniely, nor rminoy- 
«25caufally. Trisrrue indeed, that Chriſt could not 
recouer glory ro vs, bur char it muſt bre firſt receiued 
in him, as whois rhe: head and commen conceptacle 
ofall his members : bur to holde Chrift ia his coming 
and humiliacion , ſeeking himfelfe, may well beere- 
pured erroneous. For ir obſcureth thar grace which 
the Apoſticextolleth, 2 Cer. $.9.19u knowe the grace of 
#ur Lord teſus Chriſt, how that hee beerng rich, for your 


ſakes became poore, that ye throuzh his pouerty might bee 


#:aderich. What words can mace plainely ſhewe chat 
Chriſt oi himſelfe needed nothing; but chat it was on» 
ly roſupp!y our need, that-hee did humble and abaſe 
himſcl'c? 

Secondly, He wasgiuen in the whole courſe of his 
life,to frffhll che lawe tn our behalte. Of this: is ſpn- 
ken,Gal, 4.4. When the falnes of time came, God ſent bis 
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Son maue of a woman, and made wnder the law, Where 
though his ſubiefion vnto the penalty of the law bee 
moſt htly vnderſtood, yet his other obedicnce muſt 
Gor be excluded, For Chriſt even in its circumcilion 
reltifcd, that he was ſubictt co the whole obcdience 
of thelaw, aſwell aQiue as palstue z as which did nor 


onely declarehim ro bea true man;fic for the mintlte- * 
ry; burmadchim alſo for gur lakes debtour to the © 


wholclaw (as Paulteacherh, Gal. .3. chat the croumer- 


ſed perſon was bound to keepe the whole law) tor our lakes : 


I fay,nort his owne. For Chriſt by nature was a ſonne * 


oucr his Fachcrs houſe, and not cicd toche felte lamic 
cenour of obedience, whercuaro weare Cbiiged. It ic 
Be Ovieed, thatas he was the {onne, ſo he was a crea- 
rurealio, and therefore ſubietrothe law : theanſwer 
Is ready ;that a reaſonable creature mult beeconfor- 
mable cocherighteouſnes of the law, buc nor ſubiect 
co this or that obedience ; becauſe that fuch (ubictti- 
on dependerh not on creation, bur on the will of the 
Creator. Adam was not ſubiet to thar prohibition 
concerning the cating of the fruir, vntillit pleated the 
law-giuercoimpoſe it on him. 06. But Chriſt was in 
Aaamsloines, with whom the coucnant of works was 
ſtricken ; and therefore hee muſt fuifill rhe lawe for 
himſclfe. Whereto I ſay ; 1. That che couenanc was 
ſtricken with thoſe who were nor onely in Adam, but 
were by himalſo : but our Sautour came not by hirn 
through carnall propagation,as doother men, how- 
ſocucr hee were in him taking his fleſh of the virgia. 
2. The hypoſtaticall vaion, whereby his kumane na- 
ture did growe into oneperſon with the Son of God, 


did cxempt him from this ſubicRion : bur tha it 4'Y

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{ed him for o1r lakes to ſubmit himſclte thereunto ; 
whoſc cauſe as hee had vndertaken, fo was hee to per- 
f,rme our obe Jience: which this one reaſon may fur- 
ther ſhew and confirm. VV hat we ſtandcharged wich, 
Chriſt was bound codilckarge ; For hee became our 
ſurety, whole office is to pay all the bonds of che poor 
dcbtour tor whom hce doth vndertake. But wee arc 
charged,nor onely breaking the law, ro vndergoe the 
curſe ;butto docit alſo vnto life. For thus Moſes de- 
{cribeth the righceouſnefie of che awe z Hee that doth 
theſe things ſhall live in them. Doe this, andliue. 
Icis excepted ; This ftands in force onely while the 
couenant of works obtaineth and caketh place; which 
i>now aboliſhed, To which I anſwer ; that ſo the Jaw. 
is changed, that it remaineth as a rule of cightcoulnes: 
and this order, that the righreouſnes of the law muſt 
be fulhiiled, ere life bec obtained, in it felfe 13 not alte- 
* red. Heauey and earth ſhall paſſe away, but one tot or title 
of the law ſhall not paſſe unaccompliſhed. Mat. .1 8. This,

Ic is therefore called the faith of Chriſt , becauſe

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»f.Ged hath bife. And rightcouſacile is cucry vyhere 
tied ynto faich, euen to ſaith in Chriſt, whom onely ir 
Joth and can looke vnto as it iuſtifieth vs. Ir is crae, 
thaca juſtifying faich may workea miracle , may be- 
leeue an hiſtorie : bur it doth not juſtifie vs,as it is OC- 
cupied this way neichcrintheſe things doth onely 
eye Tefus Chriſt.

This then, that faith is anaffiance of mercy, 
is proucd by thenature of the phraſc ; ſecondly, by 
the inrerpretation of ſcripture z thirdly, by reaſons.

much more,wers of beiicle, Secondly, to feethe 
clecrc trucih of all theſe examples, wee muſt conſi- 
certhe Jifpulition of Gods people rouching the Met- 
ſtah. As thaickorethey looked for the Melsiabh , fo 
according tothe prophecies they promiſed to chem - 
ſclucs in and by the Melsfahall good. T he woman 
of Samaria, hu 4.cou!ld ſay, when the Meſsiah com- 
meth,ke willteact vs ail chings. And chorefore Math. 
1 1.3. the Diſciples of /ehnaske Chriit, rt thou hes 
that ſhould come, or ſhall wee loske for another. Where 
wee may ce, ttatthere was nor a knowiedge onely 
of Chriit cocome, but an cxpeRation and ai hope 
placed it1 him, as 11 whom all good promilesthould 
bee accomplithed vato them. Sothat if we conlicdder 
the ciſpoſitton of this people, whoſe hopes did hang 
on the Meſsiah, wee may ptainely vnde: ſtand how 
that to beleeve the Meſsias, is not-onely-to knov 
and give credence ; but to haveanafhancein him, 

Þ hirdly, wee mult conſider thcſe examples by 
that of Thomas, ohn 20,28.who as heconfelled Chrili 
and God, ſo was it with tearmes of afhance, ſaying, 
T hou ar: my Lordand my God, Fourthly,this may 
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be gathered by Murthaes words: John 11.26, 27, 
For when Chrilt askcd her, Doeſt thou belceue this,

Thirdly, when we fay that faith doth ſave,iuſtifie 
and purific vs, if we vaderſtand this of the inward 
alt of beleeuing, wee are made our owne Saulours 
and ſanQifyers. For it is cleere, that wee ſauc our 
ſclues, when from our (clues doth proceede that aQ, 
by and for which weare laued. 

Further, the leaſtcrue faith, though ic be vaperte& 
doth iuſtific. It cannot then bee, that it doth this by 
its ownevalue. For how ſhould a weake and (mall 
faith, thacisas a graine of muſtard (eede,be of equal 
vatue toagreatcr mcaſure ofthe ſame ? when things 
of the lame kinde differ in value according to their 
quantitie : as therets much odds in worth betweene a 
muc,and a mally wedge, though both be of the pu- 
reſt gold.

And if yee leur them that lowe 
you, what thankes ſhall ye hane? &rc. The word yagy, 
which (ignificth a gratvitie, as it were, anda reward of 
frectauour, importing thus much, that what reward 
men haue of God, cyen vpontheir bcſt (cruice, ic is 
but yg, 4 gratuitic;no optiihyur, no debrypon delert. 

Laſtly , they lay, that which is giuvenaccarding to 
w orkes,is delerued by workes, Bug lo is eternal life, 

Anſw. T hat indeed which is given accordingvntro 
workes, as the meritorious caules chereot, chat may 
wel be ſaid co be delerued by works.

Yea, the 
deſireof it was {o vehement, that ic made him ſigh 
and groan, longing to bee clothed with this Taber- 
nacle which is from heauen. 2.Cor. 5.2. Would nor 
a poore beggerif he ſhould vnderftand of lomegreat 
anJ goodly living fallen to him in a farre countrey 
much retoice therein , long togoe toſeeir, and take 
Podelsionof ic? And if any man ſhould offtcr co de-

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taine it, would he not Rrive with all mighr,and fac ſor 
it at the law, in forma pauperts, as wee lay, rathir then 
goc without it ? Doubtlefſe, wee have drad and Jult 
hears, if wee doe not retoice in this lifcand glory , 
which by faicti in Chriſt wce obcaine ; it wee Cor not 
long to take our iourney vato heauen to hauc thc iu] 
fruition of it; and doe not ſtrive for ic with praters ro 
God, & ſtruggle with allour power againſt che world 
and Satan thac would defeat vs of ir. Children, tor 
want of vaderſtanding,mind not thoſe goodly polleſ- 5c wer do; 
ſions they are bornco ; content if they have a lobby. 50510 
horſe coride,a painted ractle,or coinersto play wit h: 
And is it not of a childiſh ignorance concerning tic 
glory ofcternalllifc,tchat we lolitleminde ic,and care- 
lefly lookafterit? but are well concented with thel:: 
painted bables of the world, & ſpend all ourthoughts 
and ſtrength about chem ? It ſhould therefore bee our 
continvall prater vnto God, (as Eph. 1. 18.) that the ! patwe acets 
eycsof our minde may bee lightened, that wee may EYE 
know what isthe hope of Gods calling , and what is 
the riches of this glorious inheritance. One clcare 
view of this glorious conditionwould rauiſh our harts 
withthelouc of ic, and excite all the powers within 
vs tO lay holdeot it. 
Secondly, wee may learne patience, and vvith the 2.1: :cach-th 
morcquict mindes to beare afflitions and world!y One nn 
lofles, from the contemplation of this ences nd cr, es, 
which we haue by faith in Chriſt, ALraham gid leanc 
his friends, his natiue country, &all hiscarthly hopes 
there, which were not.ſmall, and came to dwell in a 
trangecountry, where he luſteined many gricuances 
by the vacircumciſedand heathniſh people, and was 
K CXCFc!- 
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exerciſed with ſundry troubles z all which hee paſſed 
oucr wich agular patience, by the hope and delire of 
ecernall lite, and chat heauenly country to which hee 
wascalled, Heb.11.8.9. 10.16. So likewilc e&Moſecr, 
that man of God, did quit Pharavhy.ourt, & tct light 
by allthe pleatures, wcalch and honours of it, chuſing 
aboue thcſeche rcbuke of Chriſt, and co ſuffer affiicts- 
on with Gods people, And what gaue himinthefe 
2nd all his (ſufferings, encouragement? but the large re- 
compenceofcternalliiic, w hich he ſaw before, & had 
reſpe& vnto. Heb 1 1,24,2 5,26. Finally, the farihfull 
Hebrewes are highly commended by the Apoſtle, 
Heb.1 0,323 3,34- for their great patience which they 
ſhewed in bearingatthitions , eaduring reproaches, 
DCLNg partners with Gods perſccuted people, and (ut- 
fcring wichioy the ſpoiling of cheit goods : of which 
their patience, this was the ground, chat they knewe 
inthemſclucs how that in bcaucn they hada betrer, 
and an enduring ſubſtance. If a man of noble birth & 
rich reuenue,trauailing homewardthrough a forraine 
land, ſhould there haue bale indignities offered him, 
nay, (hould fall into the hands of theeucs, and by 
them be ſtripped of his r1ch apparcll, and robbed of 
all his mony z all chis would the lefſe trouble kim, for 
that he meant to ſtay among thele churliſh people no 
lonxgerthen needs hee muſt : and if hee could make 
ſhitt fora (ca{on, till hee came to his native country, 
that he knew him(clt thereto haucfricnds that would 
konour him, and golde and filner enough to ſupply 
this loflc, and fully to furniſh him. VWhy then (ſkuuld 
wefrecand gricuc at the baſcintreaty which wee re- 
cerye irom worldiings? atthe wrongs and reproaches 

that. 
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thacare offcred vs?ac our worldly lofles? and gene'al- 
ly all the miſcries of this life f For haue not wean he1- 
uenly home, and an ecernall life by Chriſt prepared 
for vs? at the which if wee onceartiue, wee know by 
faich that there we hauc friends, euen God, his Saints 
and Angels, who will honour vs, riches an4 iwrealurcs 
incſtimable ro ſtore vs, ioyandglory vnipeakeuble co 
refreſh vs. None would thinke it ſtrange to ſcva por 
man that did carry al his trealureabuut him,co whine 
and cry, if falling into the hands of thecues hee did ac 
once lecſe ail ; for hee is cleane vndone, and hatch no- 
thing leftto luccour him : but it were extreame baſe- 
nes ina wealthy man co take on for che lolle of ſome 
{malllummes, when it is well knowne, that hee hath 
thouſands at home thatare fafe and entire. Thus tor 
worlJly men, wee may wellallow hem cochate and 
fret, howle and cry at the loiſe of their outward peace, 
wealth, mirth, honor and repucation.For (alas !)how 
can they doe otherwiſe? they are become ſtarke beg- 
gers; arecleancvn jone ; haucnothing left; nor know 
not whence to looke for a ſupply : but truely Gods 
people doc too too bad ſhame their profcision, who 
in ourwardafflitions and loſſes grow impatient, and 
are our of hart; whoſc lofſes are nothing to that which 
is left chem, and whole hopes, whichare in heauen re- 
ſerucd forthem, will abundantly recompenleall the 
miſcrics of chisife. 

Thirdly , This doth ſerueto eſtabliſh our hearts 
againſt ſundry worldly caresand feares:we arcinreſt- 
lefle maner toſſed in our lelues, & diſtraſted hither & 
thicher, one while affefting earthly greatnes & abun- 
dance; another whike carking for earchly necellarics, 
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For « hat nece woe fo admite at, and afpire vato 
theory and happinelic of thts life, who have an c- 
rernvllitchathath moſtexcclicart glory,riches,and 


 happineſle toined with it, prepared and giucn vs 


through taichia Chrift, Is itnot a baſe minde in a 
mangthatisowncr, oratleaſt heire, of moſt ſlumpru- 
915and ftnrely palaces,to couet the poore cottages of 
beecers, ther fland by che high way (ide, and repine 
if be cannot get them? Vhar will ſatisfie vs, if hea- 
1en and cternalllifecannot? Doubtleſle, Dazzd made 
1ccount that in this poileſsion, he was as wellas heart 
could wilh. Zhelines (iaich he,Pſal, 16.6.) are faller 
rio me inpleaſant places: yea, 1hanc a faire heritage. 
Soalſois it very ſtrange,to fee a godly man toile and 
moile tor carthly marcers, in feare of want, Feare nst; 
little flocke : jor it is your Fathers pleaſure ts giue yen a 
Kingdeme ; faith Chriſt, Zuke 12.32. What is it that 
we arebid notrofearc? The want ot foode,raiment , 
and carthly neceſlarics, which arc mentioned in the 
former verſes. And why ? Becauſs-Our Father in hea» 
ucn doth mcancvsa kingdome, For, what ? hath God 
prepared aneternall life for vs, and will he not main- 
raine this remporall ? H3th he purchaſed heauen,and 
the glory ofut forvs, and will hceſec vs periſh for 
want of carthly things ? There 1s not any carthly 
fa:her, that doth with great ſummes of money, pur- 
chaſe large poſſeſsons for his fonne, and meanethro 
beſtow on him his whoie eſtate, who will negleR to 
fnge him with toodeand raimcnt, and pine him ſuch 
maintenance as is titring, Perhaps hewill keepe nm 
ſomewhat ſhort during his nonage, and not kt him 
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hauc nis purſe alway full of money , for fits 1d!c ex- 
penſes, vnil he haue wit howtolay jt our, and mu- 
nageſogreat ancftate: So heere, God doth nor gue 


to hischildren outward things, alway in that tulnelle 


thacthey & {irc, becauſe they haue nor vnderſtanding 
tn this their nonage rodiſpole of chem; and it might 
be dangcrous to feede their humours : but if by faith 
we can once fee that he hath meant vs his bas 
and appoinrt<d eternall life for vs; it is foale diſtruſt 
© cOubt that hee will forſake vs, and putvs to our 
ſhifts, for our carthly neceflaries. 

FourtÞly,ir muſt excite vs highly to prize faich,and 
make vs looke about to gerfaith,andhow to grow 1n 
it ; Peter(1,Pet. 1.7.) callcth faith apreciousthing,yea, 
much more precious then gold. And lutcly, there 1s 
nota more precious tewellin che world then it is: by 
which weobraine Chriſt, and all his riches; aredrawn 
out of deaths dungeon, quickened with a ſpiricuall, 
andintcreſfled inerernalllifte. Icis not alljche gold of 
America,nor Rubies of the Occan, that can doe this 
for vs : No, there 15noother grace of the Spirir, but 
faith which can help vsto this benefic , poſſefle vs of 
C hriſt, andenricle vs ro heaven, For as we can onsly 
ſee rhe l;ghrof the Sunne with theeye, and rake our 
foode with the mouth; ſois it faich bonelyy by whick 
wecan fee Ieſus Chriſt, and enioy i!m for our righ- 


teouſnetic vnrolife. Yea, there 15 mu moment in 4 


weake faith to our faluatton, then all other graces, 
though thcy were perteftin vs, Lightand heate can- 
not be ſeparated in the Sunne: Nor can faith, louc, rc- 
pentance anc other graces, be found linglcin a godly 


{oule, Put hada man perfe& repentance, knowledes 
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andloue, theſe could notſaue him, if there were not 


faich,toapprchend Chriſt for his (atisfaftion and a 
propitiation tor his (1anes, A dimmeeye to looke on 
the Brazen Serpent, was of inore auaile to a poore J/- 
raelite (kung with a fiery ſerpent , then the vie of all 
his other members. For what would the (wiftnelle of 
his feete, ſtrength of finewes, nimbleneſſe of hands, 


 &c. ſtand him heercin ſtead, if he had nocan eyc ro 


looke on the Brazen Serpent? So without faith welye 
dead in ſinnes, and cannot bur periſh of che mortall 
ſtings which Satan hath given : Ic is onely faith in 
hriſt that can cure our (oules of them, and 
makevs heere toliue varo God, and 
hercafter in all happineſlc 
with him.
